Can you estimate 
results in the comforts of life such 
success secures, the opportunities of 
culture and refinement, the uplifting 
friendships formed, and the wide Held 
of influence attained? Tbe economi- 
cal fear of putting a 1100 or a foOO edu- 
cation on a 50 cent boy has doubtless 
too often dealt out a 5u cent education 
to a $10,000 or a f 1,000,000 b«y. Slack 
economy this. 


But do not let u« judge of education- 


al values by this low standard alone 
There are too many who ace no farther 
than dollars and cents. I am remind- 
ed of the experience of an admirer of 
Carlyle. Travel ing iu Ecclefechtau he 
a«ked an old road master it he knew 
tbe Caryles. "A ken tbe whole of 
them. There was Jock; be was a kind 
of throughiter sort o' chap, a doctor, 
but no a bad fellow." 


"And there was Thomas," eagerly 


suggested the traveler.

\ou know the attitude of a communi- 
ty you know what the result will be. 
Yor are the men to say what the 
schools shall be. The first thing is to 
esteem childhood correctly. 
As the 


child is today so is the republic to- 
morrow. Greeks said have a child 
taught by a slave and you will have 
two slaves. A governor of this State 
said he always felt like taking off his 
hat to a child, for he didn't know how 
long it would be until he would have 
to. Itcomes to you to give opportuni- 
ty to child life. 1 want to raise your 
own opinion of the children under 
your care. 
Remember to feel what 


the boy is. Too many of us have for- 
gotten what a boy is. If you are go- 
ing to be enthusiastic in dealing with 
children you must know them. You 
decide what the standards of moral- 
ity, education and progress shall he in 
your districts. The home feeds and 
clothes the body of the child, you are 
expected to feed and clothe them in- 
tellectually and morally. 
You must 


train them. It is 10 be regretted that 
the home does not train more. The 
school is expected to train in many 
things the home should attend to. The 
first need Is money and if you are go- 
Ing to neglect that need we might as 
well adjourn. There are two sources 
for school revenues, State appiopria- 
tion and taxation.

So far ae 1 kuow Adams Couuty, one 
of the leading agricultural counties of 
the state, has no regular prescribed 
course of study aloud this Hue. ]sit 
uot time for ua to wake up aud see to 
it. tuat the childieu of this couutv, at 
least, bave au opportunity to study 
the iuduslrv which iu the very near 
future mill put Adams Co. first iu I lie 
state tor the production of agricultural 
products ? 
What studies iu our com- 


mon school i-'urriculuni inspire couu- 
try boys aua girls to stay iu the couu- 
try ? A few years ago cue ot our Col- 
lege Presideuts said : 
"E\ery book 


couutry children study leads to tbe 
city; every auibiliou they receive In- 
spires them to run away from tbe 
couutry; the tbiugs they reid about 
are city thing?; Ihe greatness they 
dream of is city greatues*; but the 
SDirit of the school, both in rural dis- 
tricts aud in tbe City is changing. 


Surely the farmer, without whom 


the protesMooal man would soon couie 
to grief: the corporation become bauk 
rupt; the hammers become &ileut; the 
mines be vacated; surely I say, tbe 
farmer, upon whom all civilization de- 
pends should be recognised in our 
common school curriculum. 


Let me give you au iustauce .which 


happened uot more tbau thirty or 
forty years ago, which illustrates what 
development or contact will do with 
tbe rustic youth. A youug man wbo 
Jived not more than sixty miles from 
the city of Washington, and who had 
never seen a train of cars, approached 
tbe railroad conductor and said: "Are 
you the cletk of this train ?" Tbe con- 
ductor looked at the youug man, wbo 
was dressed iu a home made suit with 
a home-made wool bat, aud replied : 
"Yes, sir; I am the conductor, wtiat 
do you want?"

Washington City," said tbe lad in bis 
peculiar brogue.

But will you believe it, that 
greenhorn of a boy today is one of the 
leading merchants in our capital city 
and la worth 1200,000. Yes, give our 
country boys and girls tbe same 
chance that our city children have and 
tbe progress of the 20th century will 
far outstrip that of the 18th. 


We read almost daily in the public 


press of the high cost of living aud in- 
variably the writer puts the blame on 
tbe farmer. It is tbe duty of tbe peo- 
ple in tbe cities, towns and villages to 
look into tbeir own attain a little aud 
give more attention to tbe transit of 
products from tbe farm to their table 


The average profit put on meat last 


year by tbe retailers was 38 per crnt. 
Is the farmer to blame for high prices? 
But our country is growing fast. Near- 
ly I,000,0u0 people come to us every 
year from foreigu countries aud per* 
bapa that many more by natural in* 
crease*. 
Qur agricultural products 


are not increasing in proportion to tbe 
increase iu population. 
The .bod sup- 


ply, iu other words, is running short 
aud each year finds the demand great- 
er. Tbis is a question of national im- 
portance which must be solved in the 
very near future. Is uot education the 
logical solution ? 


Look for a moment at our fenna. 


State Collega with more than 1000 
bays studying Agriculture iu its dif- 
ferent branches, learning bow to make 
tbe average farm whicb last year pro- 
duced 14 bu. of wheat per acre yield 24 
bu per acre, and tbe same average 
farm whicb last year produced less 
than ICO bu. potatoes p«r acre, yield 
300 to 400 bu. on tbe same acre, learn- 
ing how by scientific feeding and care 
tbey can make tbe cow produce 12 Ib. 
of butter per week instead of 7 or 8 
Jbs. learning how to raise apples, 
which go ou the market as fancy fruit 
commanding tbe highest market price 
instead of the common wormy stuff 
of the past 


Are not these boys aud girls who 


come every year from Stale College, 
and from high schools where Agricul- 
ture ia required gomg to help solve 
this problem of production. Should 
iiot our rural schools add tbeir share 
by teaching at least tbe fundamental 
principals ol some of the branches of 
agriculture, so that the boys and girls 
may be better prepared for their 
course iu the high school or college. 
And that those, less fortunate ones wbo 
are obliged by circumstances to end 
their school days in the couutry 
school, too often at tbe age of 14 or 16 
years, may have some knowledge of 
the profession which awaits them aud 
which needs them

How 
much gaiu would be derived from the 
study of Agriculture in the increased 
value of the products it is impufesible 
to estimate, but piobably more <aiu 
would be made iu tbe 
farmers'

You have to breath- at night just as 


much as iu the day time aud night air 
is the ouly kiud of air to be had at 
night. As a matter of fact, it is purer 
than day air. There is less dust, less 
smoke and fewer germs in it. The 
traffic and business, which iu day time 
stir up impurities from tbe ground and 
fill tbe atmosphere with them, cease 
at night and the air becomes clearer. 


Ihe important thing that our lungs 


t*tte from tbe air is oxygen, and there 
is as much oxygen iu tbe air at night 
as during the day. Air is air. uo mat- 
ter what the hour may be, but at uight 
it is clearer than at any other time. 
80 stop fearing night air and take 
deep breaths of it whenever you can.

useless ; in some cases beautiful and 
ornamental, aud iu som? cages, ac- 
cording to the Fine Arts Commission, 
neither beautiful nor ornamental, but 
iu uo case useful. 


"I want to remind the Members of 


this House how many monuments 
have been completed and unveiled 
since I have beeu herein Washington, 
lees than three years : Monuments to 
Kosciusko, Pulaski, 
You Hteuheu, 


Stevenson, Sheridan, Witherspoou 
Longfellow, aud Shepherd-eight iu 
three years. Now we are to have 
Odristopber Columbus, Alexander 
Hamilton, aud Thomas Jefferson, aud 
no one knows bow many more.

city of Washington will be covered 
from one eud to tbe other with these 
monuments. Uue unfortunate thing 
about it is that no matter how muen 
money is expended upon them or 
what artists are employed upon them, 
iu another generation a new school of 
artists will come along aud say that 
they are not true art aud sbouid be 
torn down.

$2,000,000 pile of stones can neither in- 
crease his fame nor exemplify his char- 
acter. Would it uot be a more appro- 
propnate memorial to build a Highway 
from the city of Washington to the 
battlefield of Gettysburg, that Held 
which is immortalized by his burning 
words as well as by the dauntless 
heroism of the 
citizen soldiers of 


America ? Would it not be more in 
consonance with tbe character of 
Abraham Lincoln that a memorial 
should be built tor the use of the peo- 
ple now living than to erect one that 
would be costly aud at the same use- 
less?

"As between the various material 


the members of the highway commit 
tee believe that asphalt paving is th 
least expensive and at the same time 
the most serviceable. 


"In order to illustrate the cost o 


such paving the committee takes ai 
an example that portion of Chambers 
bur street lying between the Centre 
Square- and Washington street. Thi 
block is five hundred feet long anc 
forty feet wide and contains 2,222 
square yards. At a cost of $1.80 (the 
maximum price) per square yard, the 
total cost of paving that block wouh 
oe $3.909.60. 


"Under the provisions of the Act o 


1911. one-third of this cost would be 
borne by the borough and two-third 
by the abutting property owners. The 
cost to tne borough for this block 
would be $1.333.20 and the cost to th 
property owners would be $,2,666.4 
or equivalent to ?2.66 per front foot 
age on the street.

sideration the reduction from the to 
tal amount that would be made b, 
reason of the paving of its road bee 
by the Street Railway Company.
